~ At a recent mesting of the Historical and
Arelhimologioal Assooiation of [reland, the Rav,
Jd. Graves reported the means whioh have
been taken for Lthe preservation of the lower
of St. Franols' Abbey, Kilkenny, 7he Com-
mittee, although unot amply sapplied with
funds, had determined not to take the chanoss
of auother winter, but propped the tower with
two strong metal piliars,  More, however,
perds to be done, a8 the masonry of the
southern bavnch of Lthe towsr must be made
good. Money is required for this purpose,
the liberal aid of Mr. Bmithwick not gufliing.
As to the famous Rouud Tower at Clonmao-
polge, the same gentleman stated that L1009
Lhad been subsoribed twowarda the repairing
of the Baven Churches; the cap of the
lepsar round tower, which bad suffered from
lightoivg, needed peonring, and the weather.
damage to the walls making good. £47 had
keen subsoribed to repair the cap of tha tower,
and this work is progressing satisfactorily.
The old stones which had fallen were re-
placed; where new ones were nesded they are
to be of limestone, a material which is sm-
ployed to distinguish the pew work from the
old, of savdstons. When this is dons Clon-
macnoise i safe for centaries to come. Mr.
Graves showed ome of the iron hooks on
which the wooden window-shatlars of
the lesser  tower at Clonmacnoise
were huog., He fonnd that thess hooks had
been regularly lut into the stove-work at the
building of the lower; grooves were made to
receive them, and they were fastened with
lead. The existence of thege irons, and their
perfeet state, prove that the tower in qnestion
—it is admitted to be one of the least ancient)in
Ireland—cannot be go extremaly old as enthu-
eiasts declure. The diggiog at the base of this
tower, for putting down scaflold.poles, hat
proved that, like the Kilkenny Round Tower,
it was built in the church-yard earth, and
amidat previonsly-formed graves. The lesser
tower at Clonmaenoise is built in eonnection
with the wall of the church of whieh it forms
a coeval part, The architectural decorations
of the chureh are Romanesqne. A pro-
posal to petition Parliament for an annunal
graut of momey for the preservation of Irish
monuments was heartily agread to.
